The American Catholic librarians held a library convention in a 
very real sense when they assembled at New Orleans from June £3 
to 26 in the beautiful new municipal auditoriun. In spite of the 
great heat an enthusiasm and interest was shown which pointed to 
the general feeling of the importance of the national meetings. 
In his opening address Caaiiman Fitzzerald svokxe very feelingly 
of the magnificent cooperation extende: <r through the United 
we States as well as abroad in the first publishing venture of the 

Library Section in bringing out the Free ic Peviodical Index" 

in March. The June number of the Index was eee the press in time 

to be handed to the Secretary Generel for the meeting of the Cen-~- 
eral Executive Board. 


Every paper was timelv and well presented. liiss <van's presentation 
of the problem of back indexing Catholic periodicals met with gen- 
eral approval and a committee was formed to study the provosal’ to 
issue a Union Index to Catholic Periodicals. This Comnittee will re- 
port at the next annual meeting. Neverend Dr. Foik in his vaper on 
f "Future Policy of the Catholic Periodical Index" laid down broad and 
wise principals for inclusions and exclusions. The keynote struck

A motion was carried to establish a committee 

with Mr. O'Rourke as Chairman to study the possibilities of prepar- 

ing an annual bibliogrephy of Catholic authors. Mr. 5yrne, the able 

librarian of Notre Dame University, gave a naper presenting his con- 

clusions on the problems of coordinating research work in our graduate 

schools, Here too it was generally felt an ovportunity exists for the 
librarians to render valuable assistance to research by cooverating 

in creating a central committee whose task it would be to compile a 

current list of investigations being pursued to the end that efforts 

will not be duplicated meaninglessly. As a »nractical step towards a 

solution the Library Section asked Mr. Byrne to act as chairman and 

attempt to secure a samll sroun to cooperate in gathering material. 

If publication can be obtained the vlan is to establish an organ to 

coordinate research by making known what each g¢racuate school is do- 

ing.

faking Your Library Effective

single task of the librarian is to secure the bést printed material 
avcilable with the funds at his disposal. There follows: the necessity 

of. organizing this mcterical for effective use. No amount of care in 
organization can make up for a weak collection. To make your library 
effective, therefore, means securing the best possible meterical for 

the specific uses of the library's patrons, |

ies must be esvecially on the alert for the teacher who recommends 
books for purchase which lend themselves to the teacher's own personel 
study and use rather than for use in the ciass assignments. Teachers 
who are doing work outside for their own advancement are doing a laud- 
able thing, but let their book wants be met from their own purse or by 
loan from larger iibreries. It is inimicable to the best interests of 
the high school librery to cater to such outside activities. The cur- 
riculum of the school and its real patrons, the students, ere of first 
importance. Teachers, books, slassrooms, and laboratories are directed 
to the one end of offering facilities for securing an education for the 
stucents. 
To make your high school library effective you must buy books selected 
for the uses of the students anc build the collection around the cur- 
riculum of the school. In addition when funds permit certain attention 

en be given to addins book and other vrinted material for supplement- 
ary and cultural reading so essential to a complete library contact. 
ihen students ¢€o out from our schools without the love of good books 
and reading, the fault must largelv rest with the iibrarian for not 
being more a7gressive in their favor. Leadershin in the wide and in- 
telligent use of print must rest with the librarian. Here as elsewhere 
the trained worker recognizes probiems and deals with them accordingly 
while the untrained iibrarian flounders cbout in a muddle of misguided 
actions. To do is not enough. It is to do in the best and most fit man- 
ner that special treining must be secured. The problem rests primarily 
with the librarian in these matters for with such a person in charge 

ntinued focus of attention will inevitably bring about the proper 
functioning of the library in the school system. 

Your Library Needs a Budget 

One of the first stens of a trained librarian on arriving at c new po- 
sition is to secure an adequate budget. The budget, small or large, 
represents the real amount of interest in the librery. If it is a col- 
lege library about three per cent of the totel income should go to the 
library. Standards for elementary cnd high schools have been adopted 
and are avaiiable by consulting library publications, The primary ob- 
jective is to secure from the administrative heads <« definite sum cp- 
propriated to the library. If this is new idec it will be difficult 
to get the principal to cgree to cny definite sum, large or smell, be- 
cause of the custom of letting the library have the "screps" if any. 
if growth is to be assured then a budget must be secured. One hundred 
dollars or five thousand dollcrs, the principal is the same -- the li- 
br-ry must herve a definite annurl budget. Only through the informctio 
thus acquired can the librarian plan 2 progr for tne school ye-r foi 
the ecuipment needed, personnel to be added, books wanted sriodiccals 
wanted, supplies, «nd the many items entering into the library's ce- 
tivities. ‘ith 2 definite budget given to the library by the cdminis- 
trative body there is re double benefit: it is known in cdv2ince what 
the li pOECEy wili cost during the school yecrr, and the librery enxn pro- 
Gress within the limits of the budget.
